Sewerage  Systems. 

T»  The 

The  n*sult  of  experiments  eomlucted 
in  the  interests  of  the  city  of  Paris  dur¬ 
ing  the  ptist  five  years  has  lieen  such 
that  the  city  has  eommittcil  itself1  to 
rigutinn  as  a  mmle  of  sewage  disposal, 
lie  entire  elilux  from  the  sewers  of 
Pan\is  on  an  average,  three  hundred 
and  sixb^two  thousand  culiic  metres  a 
Kay.  TIiiK  is  almost  exactly  thrccspiar- 
ters  of  the  total  amount  of  xvatcr  fur- 
nished  by  the  a<pic<l nets  and  the  rainfall. 

The  present  area  of  irrigate«i  land 
under  the  system  is  fourteen  hundred 
ami  thirty  acres,  xvhile  the  system  is 
gratlually  U*ing  extern  Km  1  to  new  land 
at  the  request  of  the  oxvne/s. 

The  annual  returns  from  the  crops  is 
from  $250  to  $800;  j>er  acre,  and  even 
more  when  a  cultivator  has  made  a  for¬ 
tunate  choice  of  a  sjieeial  prmluct.  The 
rent  paid  for  the  land  has  tripled  within 
a  fexv  years,  ami  averages  now  $38  an 
acre. 

Judging  from  the  results  obtained,  the 
eugineers  have  eoneludiMl  that  ten  thou¬ 
sand  acres  of  ground-will  satisfactorily 
and  profitably  piirifx"'  the  whole  sewage 
of  Paris,  ami  have  set  about  acquiring 
suitable  territory. 

In  this  country  recent  experiments 
have  been  in  the  same  direction,  and  in 
some  eases  the  result  has  been  favorable 
to  the  system. 

Tlie  Essex  Paper  Company. 

About  one  mile  north  from  the  centre  of 
the  village  iijmui  Broad  Street  stands  a 
large  brick  structure,  surmounted  by 
two  smoke  stacks  ami  known  as  the 
Essex  Paper  Company.  It  stands  upon 
a  plot  of  ground  about  one  half  acre  in 
extent,  almost  completely  covered  by  the 
several  buildings.  Power  is  supplied 
from  the  canal,  and  by  three  engines 
xxith  a  combined  strength  of  ItiO  horse- 
ni’lMfiij  TlMjJvitrr  is  drawn  from  the 
Kublier  Company,  am* 

from  the  upper  level  of  the  Canal,  passes 
through  lK»th  mills  and  is  thenYonducted 
back  into  the  Canal  below  .the  Inclined 
Plane. 

The  mill  originally  built  ^pon  this  spot 
was  destroyed  by  fire  in  1869.  A  frame 
structure  l(K>x4o  feet  in  extent,  it  was 
intended  as  a  manufactory  of  hat-bodies 
from  bamlKX)  wood.  Large  quantities 
of  this  material,  both  whole  and  crushed, 
were  shipped  litre  for  this  purpose.  Ex¬ 


periments  were  conducted  by  Mr.  James 
McCracken,  but  proved  uneucoaaafttL 
The  present  mtll  was  built  by  Meeers. 
Judson  A  Turney  of  New  York,  under 
the  superintendent’}  of  George  W.  G<id 
dard.  Knoxm  as  the  Silver  Spring  Pa¬ 
per  Company,  from  the  beautiful  stream 
of  spring  water  used  in  supplying  the 
vats,  it  was  never  prosperous,  and 
•luring  the  panic  of  1873  passed  into 
the  hands  of  a  receiver,  owing  to 
the  financial  difficulties  of  its  owners. 
After  remaining  idle  for  a  time,  Mr. 
Roliert  Fulton  took  charge  of  it,  improv¬ 
ed  its  machinery,  and  finally  bought  it, 
christening  it  the  Weymouth  Paper 
Mills.  Large  quantities  of  Manilla  pa¬ 
per  were  made  by  him,  from  rope,  jute, 
and  other  materials.  Its  prosperity  in¬ 
creased,  and  it  was  rarely  idle,  running 
day  and  night  for  many  years.  About 
one  and  a  half  years  ago  its  present 
owners,  Messrs.  Magarge  A  Green,  of 
Philadelphia,  bought  the  mill,  and  have 
run  it  steadily  ever  since.  The  name  of 
the  mill  has  by  them  lieen  changed  to 
the  Essex  Paper  Company,  and  with 
some  improvements  in  the  machinery,  ix 
lietter  class  of  paper  is  produced. 
Waste  paper  is  now  used  for  stock,  and 
a  good  quality  of  printing,  nows,  or  book 
pajier  produced.  For  some  time  the 
mill  has  been  mn  upon  a  large  govern¬ 
ment  contract  for  paper  for  the  Con¬ 
gressional  Record ,  furnishing  several 
tons  per  day  during  the  session  of  Con¬ 
gress.  Work  has  also  been  done  here 
for  the  Sunday-School  Times,  and  other 
papers.  In  the  room  facing  Broad  Street 
on  the  west  are  the  large  beaters  and 
washers;  upon  the  north  the  revolving 
boilers  for  reducing  the  stock;  and  in 
the  south  wing  two  paper  machines  for 
making,  drying,  and  cutting  the  paper. 
The  mill  has  a  capacity  for  from  twenty 
to  thirty  tons  of  paper  per  wreck,  and  con¬ 
sumes  from  fifteen  to  twenty  tons  of 
coal  under  its  several  boilers  per  day. 
About  fifty  hands  are  employed. 

During  the  spring  extensive  improve¬ 
ments  have  been  made  in  the  machinery, 
a  new  smoke  stack  erected,  and  the  boil¬ 
ers  upon  the  west  side  reset.  Two  new 
boilers  will  be  added  at  no  distant  day. 
While  not  disposed  to  drive  their  busi¬ 
ness  to  its  full  capacity,  the  proprietors 
show  enterprise,  anti  will  no  doubt  push 
their  opportunity  at  the  first  return  of 
business  prosperity.  They  have  long 
been  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  pa¬ 
per  and  have  large  mills  in  Philadelphia 
and  elsewhere.  ♦ 


Montclair. 

Friday,  2.20  a.  m.  the  fire  bell  rang 
for  a  fire  in  District  32,  to  which  both 
apparatuses  responded.  The  tire  was 
found  to  be  in  the  handsome  resilience 
of  8..  C.  G.  Watkins,  D.  D.  S.,  on  Fuller¬ 
ton  near  Bloomfield  Avenue  at  2  a.  xi. 
the  family  were  aroused  by  the  smoke, 
but  had  considerable  difficulty  in  get¬ 
ting  out  of  the  building.  The  firemen 
quickly  got  the  chemical  to  \xrork,  and 
placed  the  pump  in  position  at  the  cis¬ 
tern,  but  loutid  no  water;  then  the  pump 
xvas  taken  t©  the  brook,  wiiich  was  dam¬ 
med  up  and  the  pump  started.  The 
brook  is  32  feet  below  the  level  of  the 
street,  and  this,  and  the  three  lengths  of 
hose  which  the  \xrater  was  forced  through, 
combined  to  disable  one  brake  and  pis¬ 
ton  of  the  pump,  so  that  only  half  of  the 
l>oxvcr  of  the  pump  could  lie  used.  Es¬ 
sex  afterwards  met  xvith  the  same. mis¬ 
hap.  The  citizens  and  firemen  removed 
the  office  furniture  and  dental  instru¬ 
ments  and  most  of  the  furniture  on  the 
parlor  floor,  hut  the  clothing  and  firnni- 
t are  upstairs  was  a  total  loss. 

Aliout  4.15  Essex,  of  Bloomfield,  came 
up  accompanied  by  some  of  the  Hose 
Company.  They  aided  greatly  in  con¬ 
fining  the  tire  to  the  one  building. 

After  the  danger  was  over  coffee  anil 
sandwiches  w’ere  served  to  the  firemen, 
furnished  by  ladies  and  by  Bagstrom,  by 
order  of  M.  11.  A  L.  Co.  No!  1.  The 
fire  started  in  front  of  the  Doctor’s  re¬ 
ception  room,  aud  the  heat  soon  melted 
ihc  gas  meter  attachment*,  and  this 
flame  was  the  greatest  obstacle  to  the 
putting  out  of  the  tire.  The  insurance 
was  as  follows:  House  $5,500;  Furniture 
$2,000;  Dental  Instruments  1,000.  Total 
$0,400,  in  Phoenix,  Niagara,  London, 
Livcrjiool  and  Globe  Ins.,  Cos.  I>r.  Wat¬ 
kins  fell  while  removing  furniture  and 
broke  his  left  fore-arm,  and  had  to  lie 
helped  from  the  building.  Several  of  the 
Montclair  firemen  met  xvith  minor  acci- 
dnts.

Co.,  No.  1  held  Monday  evening,  a  x’ote 
of  thanks  was  given  to  Essex  for  their 
assistance.
